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MAINE ATTORNEY GENERAL 
ADVISES CONSUMERS 
OF NEW RIGHTS 

Attorney General Richard S. 
Cohen advised consumers that July 
3, 1980, was the effective date 
for four new pieces of consumer 
legislation recently passed by the 
Maine Legislature, The new laws 
afford consumers additional pro- 
tection in the areas of charitable 
Solicitation and automobile repiair, 
provide new nights for settling 
grievances through Maine’s small 
claims courts, and give new pow- 
ers. to. the Bureau of Consumer 
Protection to investigate and xe- 
solve consumer credit reporting 
complaints, 

“All four laws are helpful to 
consumers’, Cohen said, “but only 
if they are aware of the new pro- 
visions and how to effectively use 
them. Consumers can expect to 
hear more from my ofifice and the 
Bureau of Consumer Protection re- 
garding information on these laws 
in the coming months,” the Attor- 
ney General added. 

One change occasioned by the 
new laws concerns charitable soli- 
citations, The original Charitable 
Solicitations Act was passed in 
1977 to better inform contributors 
to certain charities how their do- 
nations were being used. . 

The new amendments substan- 
tially tighten wp the law, accord- 
ing to Attorney General Cohen. 
Considerably more detailed infor- 
mation must now be provided to 
the Secretary of State. For exam- 
ple, the registration statenrent to 
be filed must now indicate the per- 
centage of each dollar spent on 
charitable purposes versus fund- 
raising and management. 

The greatest*change directly af. 
fecting consumers, however, the 
Attorney General said, is what 
they must be told over the phone 
when solicited. Fund raisers are 
already obligated to inform pros- 
pective contributors if less than 
70% of their donation will go to 
the charity, Under the new law they 
will also be required to disclose 
the percentage of the total money 
raised that they will take as salary 
and expenses. 

“Consumers will be better in- 
formed about how their money will 
be used, “Cohen said, “They will 
be better able to decide if the 
costs associated with raising that 
money are acceptable to them.’ 

The new Auto Repair Law is 
basically a “Disclosure Law,” ac- 
cording to the Attorney General. 
All repair shops must now post 
in a prominent location a sign 
designating their hourly rate for 
repains and notifying consumers 
they can establish a ceiling on 
the cost of repairs that cannot be 
exceeded without their prior ap- 
proval, If the costs of repairs ex- 
ceeds this limit without the con- 
sumer’s permission, he is not lia- 
ble for them. 

The new law also gives con- 
sumers the night to inspéct all re- 
placed parts and keep any that do 
not have to be returned to the 
factory as part of a warranty claim 
procedure, In addition, no used, 
reconditioned or rebuilt parts may 
be used in repairing a car unless 
the consumer agrees prior to in- 
stallation. 

The law governing Maine's 
Small Claims Court underwent the 
most dramatic revision of all the 
new consumer laws, “The law 
basically streamlined the process 
and cleared up the ambiguities that 
existed under the prior law,” Co- 
hen said, 

One of the changes in the Smal} 
Claims Law was to expanded the 
court's jurisdiction, giving it the 
ability to hear a wider variety of 
cases, Previously the court was 
permitted to hear only cases in- 
volving money damages, With the 
new law the court can now hear 
cases where “equitable rélief” is 
requested—cases where the plain- 
tiff wants the court to order the 
defendant to do something such as 
properly repair a TV set that was 
not repaired correctly the first 
time, — 

Another major change involves 
speeding up the process by which 
successful parties collect their 
judgments. Problems involving the 
collection of judgments—collecting 
the money the court said was ow- 


ed—weére ationg the most common! 


complaints cited by users of Small 
Claims Court. The new law at 
tempts to alleviate the problem by 
providng incentives for, the defen. 
dant to pay quickly, 

One such incentive is that if the 
moriey owéd is paid within a spe- 
cified time established by the 
court, the judgment will not be te- 
corded, with the case instead being

sted as “no cause of action’. 
Such a designation is important to 
defendants who want to maintain 
a “clean” credit rating. The other 
incentive provided by the law is 
that unless judgment is paid by 
the defendant within the specified 
time, the defendant will be auto- 
matically summoned back to court 
for a disclosure hearing. At a dis- 
closure hearing the defendant is 
examined in open court as to all 
his financial assets from which the 
judgment can ‘be paid. After the 
disclosure the judge will impose a 
payment plan which, if not adher- 
ed to by the defendant, could re- 
sult in his being fined or imprison- 
ed for contempt of court. 

The maximum amount for which 
a person may sue was left un- 
changed by the Legislature at $800. 
The recommendations giving rise 
to the new bill were the product 
of an Ad Hoc Commiitee on Smail 
Claims Court, -convened by the 
Maine Supreme Court to study the 
subject. 

The final law affecting consum- 
ers concerns new powers given to 
the Bureau of Consumer Protec- 
tion to help consumers with credit 
report problems, A credit report is 
a financial and personal back- 
ground report prepared about a 
particular individual to help cer- 
tain lenders or insurers decide if 
they should do business with that 
person. Because such reports often 
contained erroneous, and hence 
haymful information about indi- 
viduals, the Maine Legislature en- 
acted the Fair Credit Reporting 
Act to correct such abuses. 

The amendment to the law gives 
the Bureau the right to investi- 
gate and take actions to resolve 
complaints about credit reporting 
practices. Specifically, the Bureau 
of Consumer Protection can now 
subpoena records, other docu- 
ments, and witnesses to hearings 
designed to detenmine if the law, 
has been violated. If a practice 
is found to violate the law, 
the Bureau can /issue a “cease 
and desist” order directing the vi- 
olator to stop the practice. The 
Bureau can also obtain an “assur- 
‘ance of discontinuance” from an 
alleged violator in which the com- 
pany promises not to engage fur- 
ther in the practice. 

If a credit reporting firm know- 
ingly violates the law or breaches 
an assurance of discontinuance, it 
faces a civil penalty cf up to 
$5,000 under the new law. This 
penalty is in addition to any al- 
ready available under existing 
statutes.

HHS GUIDE COMPARES PRICES 
OF 184 PRESCRIPTION DRUGS 

The Department of Health and 
Human Services has published a 
free catalogue of comparative 
price infonmation on prescription 
drugs for doctors and pharmacists 
in an effort to reduce the cost of 
drugs to consumers. 

The catalogue is being mailed to 
500,000 medical and osteopathic 
physicians, pharmacists and to 
consumers who have asked for it. 

The catalogue, developed by the 
department's Health Care Financ- 
ing Administration, divides 184 of 
the most frequently prescribed 
drugs, plus aspirin and acetamin- 
ophen, a pain-killer, into 16 the- 
rapeutie categories such as anal- 
gesic and anti-infectives. 

Under each category, the guide 
lists the generic and trade names 
for each drug, the marketer of the 
product, and the cost to the phar- 
macist for one day of therapy of 
each drug. Bar graphs show the 
daily therapy cost of each drug 
relative to other brands of the 
same drug. 

The guide, expected to be up- 
dated every six months, will help 
physicians and phanmacists con- 
sider the cost of different drugs 
when they write or dispense pre- 
scriptions, the agency said. Doc- 
tors sometimes prescribe drugs 
without knowing prices, a practice 
which often results in higher pric- 
ed medications being prescribed 
when equally effective quality 
drugs are available at lower costs. 

Albout half of the drugs common- 
ly prescribed in the United States 
are available from multiple sources 
—by both brand and generic names 
—and at widely varying prices. 
The remaining drugs are avail- 
able from only one manufacturer. 

Current statistics show that only 
12% of written prescriptions spe- 
cify the generic names of a drug. 
If 10% of physicians changed 1% 
of their prescriptions to lower 
priced drugs, that alone could 
amount to an annual savings to 
consumers of approximately $6 
million, HCFA estimates. Savings 
ean also be effected by pharma- 
cists, who are allowed in 35 states 
to dispense lower priced generic 
drugs in place of brand name pro- 
ducts without the consent of the 
physician unless the physician in- 
dicates that the patient needs the 
higher priced brand,
